The Arch · duke and Dutcheſle; 
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by to obtatne that which they fallly pzetended to 
left and fozſaken their Auncientes and Cullours, 
and after many attempts on ſundgy places, baue 
by villanous and ©raptozons meanes taken the 
Cattle ot Hoochiſtrate:gtuing to vnderſtand by mas 
ny, and waightp argumentes, that they deale and 
dolde t with our enemies, and that by 
them they will help themſelues, which by all rea- 
fon and lawes is fozbſdden., and neuer beloze v⸗ 
ſed d aaiſed by any ofher Soldſers , But con- 
trartwiſe,ſnch as vaue vtertoſoe matined ( at ſach 
times as the enen beſtedged any of our Townes, 
o2 if wee had any occaſion to uſe Soldiers foz 
our warres )they came out of fach places as they 
poſſeſſed,ſerning vs with greatzealeandobedfence. 
Kudfoz as much as the pꝛincipalleſt ring-leaders 
of this treaſon e villanous ace , are fuch perſons to 
whom nothing, oz very litle is owing,beſng partly 
but of late entertained, and partly ſuch as were in 
the alterations in Decſt, Weert and Karpen, where 
they ceceiued their count t reckoningfo; as much 
as was owing vntothem: yea ,4 are (ach people 
as are accuſtomed to raiſe Putinies, by wbich 
meanes they might inioy ſuch ſummes of mo- 
nep as p2:or#de of the contributions, without 
doing any ſeruſce vato vs: and alſo haue delu- 
ed, foxced, and animated others to effect this 
Mrayterons action , whereby wee are bindzed 
lromeffecing therefcueof thetr beſtedged fellows

ny ſeruice.alſiſt, oꝛ carry any vic uals, munition og 
other thin s, vnto the ſaid mutiners.noʒ bnto their 
hopes, ſeruantes, oꝛ hozſcs, oz any thing o2 tdinges 
that concerueth them, no not fo2 their money, on 
paine of death, and oth er fines ccozding to the di- 


creationofour Judges, weightineſſe of the cauſe, 


and quallitp ot the perſons: Gluing alſo our cons 
ſent, that it hall bee la wfull to kill them , without 
offence to our lawes, it ſo be they ſhall be found Ins 
flagranti. And further we will and commaund that 
the pꝛoper names and ſurnames, hall be taken cut 
ofthe Bookes and Regiſters ofthe Pay- maſters 
of our ſaid Campe, with their markes, and places 
where the ſald changelings o2 mutiners, 4 parents 
were bo2ne: and it moze appacant eutvence ſhall 
ſeeme needfull, we will and comm aund that due in- 
fozmatian be taken, that it may mantleſtiꝑ be ſeene 
what they be that ace condemned: and that the ſatd 
changelings ſhal be pꝛoclaymed in our Palace, and 
in tze places where they are bozne and n 
we 
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And further moze, we will andcommannd, to exe- 
cate againſt them, their child en and ſucceſſozs, ths 
fo:feitures and penalties by lawes p2ontded fo all 
ſuch perſons, whereof from hence fozward, we p26+ 
nonncethem to befallen into, and tobe condemn- 
(e: ge nd all ſuch as ſhall be cauſe ot᷑ the ſuppʒeſſion 
of this mutinous rebellion, and deliner into our 
bands, ſuch as areoffendo2s therein, wee fo:gtus 
them and offer to gine them an honouroble recoms 
pence : and alſo vnto all ſuch as ſhall be ayders and 
aſſiſfantes therein, although the bee oftheſams 
mutinous company, andcheofeſt ring-leaders oz 
Ottficers amongſt them, Andto the ende that this 
our pꝛeſent P2oclamatfon and pꝛeſeription, withs 
ontinfringement, may be holden and kept, and that 
all men map take knowledge thereof, as wellths 
Generall oftheligbt hozſemen, the Captaine of 
the bandes of D;dinance, Paſter of the Artilerie, 
Collonels, Parſhals, Gonernonrs, heads, Cap- 
taines and Commaunders, Soldiers and all other 
men of warre, ot᷑ what ſtate, condition, quallity, oz 
nation ſoeuer they be: as alſo al others our vaſſails 
and ſubiectes:we will and commaund that the ſame 
be publiſhed as a publique baniſhment, andcoppp . 
attentique thcreofbe ſent vnto the lycenttate lohn 
de Frias, Councello? tothe Kings Paieſtp, and ſus 
perintendent of yuſtſce in the campe in theſe quat 
ters,that de map put the ſame in execution accozs

Argnft, his Excellency Graue Maurice of Naſſau be- 
ficdged this to wne, and the next day following, layde a 
bꝛidge oner the Maſe tbey ok the towne klitle doubting 
any ſuch matter) were (atcoꝛding to the trueſt intelli⸗ 
gence) not aboue 1500. Holdfers and about ſome 3 oo. 
Towneſ-menoꝛ Burgers, not very wen pꝛoulded of 
vita nals and Punt'tor: Notwithſtariding;tbe to wne 
is Hrongly Pamted with Bulwarkes, Malles and 
Ditches, foꝛ tge laſt peere they ſo yntd to their TA alles 
ſuch Bui warkes as were ſeperated from the Towne 
with a ditch,foz thep2 greaterffrength. They loſt al- 
fo a Foꝛt whichlay on the other fideofthe Maſe, called 
Vainecolt o2[.oft charges: which in truth was of ve- 
ry ſmall fozce oʒ ſt ength. Pozeoner (as ſoone as his 
A 3 Exccllency 
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Bis Excellency pzeſently made a Batterie, 
right againtt thoſaide Fozt, called Loſt charges vppon 
the Canſey, and Battered it with the : 
whereupon the Enemie fozſooke it in the night time, 
and his Excellencie baning poſſeſſion thereof , pꝛe- 
ſently-rapſed a Pount, and planted ſeauen peeces 
of D2dinannce thereon, At the beginningthey of ths 
Towne kept themſelnes very quiet, ſhooting little, 
but made (euerpnight (na manner) ſignes and tos 
kens by fire, which they fill continue to doe. Bis 
Excellentie knowing very well that the Enemte (be- 
ing in the fieldes) would viſit him, did in an inci edi- 
ble ſtrong manner, intrench himſelſe againſt his com⸗ 
ming, fo2 hee made all his wozkes bigh and with 
tbicke walles. Flancking one vpon the other, and ars 
all doubled, and many thzee double, with a wide 
Ditch round about, and in many places high Batte- 
ries. Beſides theſe fo2tifications,bee hath round as 
bout him ( without the Campe) about foureteene Res 
duttes, wherein Guard is kept, which lye a Puſket 
ſhot from the vttermoſt Trenches, euerp one garded 
with 50. Puſket ſhot continually. 

Lbeozderof our Campe is thus, beginning with 
bis Excellenctes Quarter, which lyeth vpwar des the 
Maze bepond the Towne , where bee bath placed 
two Shippe-bzidges ouer the Niuer, and a little be- 
pond them are two Iron chapnes „ to hinder the ap- 
pꝛoacd of the Enemies Shippes of Fire wozke : At 
this plate his Extellency bath rapſed ſundzy bigh bat⸗ 
teties, to withſtand the Enemies appꝛoach bebinde 
bim, and towards the to wne b& bath very ſtrong 
Reduites made on the Cauley foz his defence. Inthis

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Hollotke tyeth)" tye imofFiof the Cauatery, with the 
French and Duch Doloters': The outward part of 
theſe wozkes lpe halle an houres goeing from the 
Malles of the Towne , Toe ſetcond Quarter of 
Gtaue William topneth vnta this of bis Exellencpes, 
ftretching towards the higheſt of the Beath, where bis 
Hanoz lyeth intrenched vpon the bigh grounds, with 
diuers Fozts ond Batteries, and it is a long balte 
boures goeing from the walles of the Towne, to the 
fartheſt part of theſe wozkes: in this Quarter Iye ths 
Ureeſes, Scottes, and other Soldiers. - The third 
Quarter is Sir Francis Veares, tyncked bard bnto 
this other of Earle Williams, reaching foozth downe- 
ward towards the Towne enen vnto the riner of the 
Maze, where hee bath alſo the Cauſie 02 ditch to his 
aduant age. here the Englichmen lye, and haue a bꝛidge 
alſo made of hippe s. where migbtie ſtoze ot Sbippes 
lye furniſhed with Alu us and Munition, and is the 
place where the Parket is kept, Againſt the Towne 
beyondthe Paze is no ſpeciall Nuarter kept, but that 
the Soldiers as well of the Caualery as ofthe Infan- 
terytome thether over the Bꝛidge to guard the ſame. 
On this ſide, the Ditch o2 Caulep ſerueth vis Crcel- 
lency fo2 a ſtrong Trench, whercon hee hath made 
ſandzpe Reduites. Alſo beehath heere made an bigh 
battery, (as befo2s is witten) from whence” with 
his ſhot hee may mightilts annoy the Towne, which 
towards this place declineth and lyeth lowe : and 
fron: this place hath Fire wozkes been ſundꝛye times 
ſhotintathe Towne, The circuſte-of the Campe 
from the Eaglith Quarter vntothe Maze in his Ex⸗ 
cellencies Quarter, will alke abone fue houres goc-

Dis Excellent bath alſo greatly appꝛoacbed the 
Towne with running Trenches out of his Quarter, 
along the edge of the Maze, where it is high, and hath 
bought the ſame euen to the Enemies Trenches: 
Che like is done from Graue Williams Quarter, and 
from Str Frances Veares Quarter, along the ſide of the 
Maze, and are all come euen tothe Enemies running 
Trenches. 

Allo, dis Extellency hath 5.Batterſes,from whence 
be ſhooteth againſt the Towne : one befoꝛe the Paze, 
two in the Engliſh Quarter ſtanding vpon the Ditch, 
and two on theland ſive, 

Betweene the 12.anda 3, of uguſt, about 12. of 
thectocke in thenigdt, they of the Towne began won- 
derfully to ſhoote, from all Nuarters till moꝛning, and 
thereupon made a ſhoute, and fo2cectble ſallye with 
fire hundꝛed men vpon the Urefes Quarter, but mo2e 
tuſtily reũſted and dziuen into the Towne, teauing 
manp ofthetr men dead behindethem ; At the eme in- 
tant the Enemy behtnde alſo began to appꝛoach both 
with hozſe and foote ; but alter he found himſelfe an- 
noyed with our D2dſnaunce , he wiſely turned backe 
again; C ve lame night wasawozthy Captaine ot ours 
(one ok his Excellencies Inieners)ſhot in the Tren 
ches, called Andreas de Roy.

The : 5. of Auguſt being our Lady day) they thought 
tocffec ſome great matter, the ſame day at one of the 
clocke in the afternone they ſalied out with great fozce 
vpon the Englith quarter, fo:cing themſelues with ſome 
700, men to b2cake thozowy, but they were ſfoutip repul⸗ 
ſed, he fight coz ng almoſt an houre long but in the 
end, the en my was glad to turne his backe, 
whome ma w were flatne with our oꝛdinante , 
payed vpon them from diaers places. In tits ſaliy there 
were Cap:apnes flapne on both ſtoes, with ſume hum 
dꝛeds of the emmies lould ers. The ſame time: the ene 
my mf#rched tewards our Campe bis came it dere
